CONVENTION, 

BF.TWKF.S  THK 

FRENCH  REPUBLICy 

AND  THE 

UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

The  Premier  Conful  of  the  French  Re- 
public in  the  name  of  the  people  of  France 
and  the  Prelident  of  the  United  States  of 
America, equally  dettrous  to  terminate  the 
differences  which  have  anilen  between 
the  two  States,  have  rcfpeclively  appoin- 
ted their  plenipotentiaries,  and  given 
them  full  powers  to  trent  upon  thoie  dif- 
ferences and  to  terminate  the  fame  ; 
that  is  to  fay,  the  Premier  Cor.ful  of  the 
French  Republic,  in  the  name  of  the  peo- 
ple of  France,  has  appointed  for  the  Plf- 
nipotentiarics  of  the  laid  republic,  the 
Citizens  Jofeph  Buonaparte  ex-Ambaf- 
fador  at  Rome  and  Counlellor  of  State  j 
Charles  Pierre  Claret  Fleurieu,  mem- 
ber of  the  National  iniiitutc,  and  of 
the  Board  of  Longitude,  of  France,  and 
Counfcllor  of  State,  Prefident  of  the  Sec- 
tion of  the  Marine  ;  and  Pierre  Louis 
Roedcrer,  member  of  the  National  Inlti- 
tute  of  France,  and  Cou  ifelior  of  State, 
Prefident  of  the  Sec-lion  cf  the  Interior  : 
and  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  b\*  and  with  the  advice  and 
confenc  of  the  Senate  of  the  laid  States, 
has  appointed  for  their  plenipotentiaries, 
Oliver  Elfworth,  Chief  Jufti:e  of  the  U- 
nited  States,  William  Richardfon  Davie, 
late  governor  of  the  ftate  of  North  Caro- 
lina, and  William  Vans  Murray,  Minifter 
relident  of  the  United  States  at  the 
Hague  ;  who,  after  having  exchanged 
their  full  powers,  and  after  full  mature 
difculTion  of  the  refpecYive  interefta,  have 
agreed  on  the  following  articles. 

Article  I.  There  lhall  be  a  firm,  invio- 
lable, and  univcrfal  peace,  and  at:Ue  and 
finccre  frientlfliip  between  the  French 
Republic  and  the  United  States  of  Ame- 
rica ;  and  between  their  refbctSrlee  coun- 
tries, teritories,  cities,  towns,  and  people, 
without  en  ^ption  of  peiTons  or  places, 
Art.  a.  The  Mi.iiiiers  Plenipotentiary 


of  the  two  parties  not  being  able  to  agree 
at  prefent  respecting  the  treaty  of  alli- 
ance of  6th  February  1778,  the  treaty  of 
amity  and  commerce  ol  the  fame  date, 
and  the  convention  of  :4th  of  November 
17S8,  nor  upon  the  indemnities  mutualL 
due  or  claimed  :  the  parties  will  negoti- 
ate further  on  thele  lubjerSb  at  a  conve- 
nient time,  and  until  they  may  have  a- 
greed  upon  thele  points,  the  faid  treaties 
and  conventions  fhall  have  no  operation, 
and  the  relations  of  the  two  countries 
fliall  be  regulated  as  follows. 

Art.  3.  The  public  thips  which  have 
been  tuk-.-n  on  one  part  mid  the  other,  or 
which  may  be  taken  before  the  exchange 
or  ratifications,  fhall  be  rcltored. 

Art.  4.  Property  captured  and  not  yet 
d?h::itively  condfmncci,  or  which  mav  be 
captured  before  the  exchange  of  ratifica- 
tions (contraband  gaods  deltined  to  an  e- 
enmy'i  port  excepted)  fliall  bemutuly  re- 
ftoied  oil  the  following  proofs  of  owner- 
ship :  viz.  The  proof  on  both  fides  with 
refpect  to  merchant  liiips,  whether  armed 
or  unarmed,  fliall  be  a  pairport  in  the  form 
following  : 
"  To  all  who  fliall  fee  the fe  prefents, 

GREF.TIVG  : 

"It  is  hereby  made  known  that  leave 
and  perniifli*.n  has  been  given  to 
mailer  snd  commander  of  the  fliip  called 

of  the  town  of  burthen 
tons  or  thereabouts,  lying  at  prefent  in 
the  port  and  haven  of  and  bound 

for  and  laden  with  after 

that  his  fliip  has  been  vilited  and  before- 
failing,  he  fliall  make  oath  before  tlie  offi- 
cers who  have  tHejuriftli&ioh  of  maritime 
afiairR,  that  the  faid  lliip  belongs  to  one  or  j 
if.  ore  of  the  fubjec5b  of  the  a(5l  f 

v.  hereof  fliall  be  put  at  the  erid  of  thele 
;-n  !-.-.ts.  as  like  wife  that  he  will  keep, 
and  cillle  to  be  kept  by  his  crew  on 
board,  the  marine  ordinances  and  regula- 
tions, and  enter  in  the  proper  olfice  a  lilt 
Ggnmd  and  witncfTed,  containing  the 
names  and  furnames,  the  places  of  birth 
and  abode  of  the  crew  of  his  Ihip,  and  of 
all  who  'hall  embark  on  board  her  ;  whom 
he  fliall  not  take  on  board  without  the 
knowledge  and  permlflion  of  the  officers 
of  the  marine,  and  in  every  port  or  ha- 
ven where  he  fhall  enter  with  his  fhip,  he 
fhall  fliew  this  prefent  leave  to  the  officers 
and  judges  of  the  marine,  and  fliall  give 
a  faithful  account  to  them  of  what  palled 
and  was  done  during  this  voyage  ;  and  he 
lhall  carry  the  colors,  arms  and  enfigns  of 
the  French  Republic,  or  the  United 
States,  during  his  voyage.  In  witncls 
whereof  we  have  ligncd  thefc  prefents, 
and  put  the  leal  of  cur  arms  thereunto, 
and  caufed  the  fame  to  oe  counterfign- 
ed  by  at  the ,      day  of 

anno  Domini,  " 

And  this  paffport  will  be  iufficient, 
without  any  other  paper,  any  ordinance 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding  ;  which 
paffport  fliall  not  be  deemed  rcquilite  to 
have  been  renewed  or  recalled,  whatever 
number  of  voyages  the  faid  fliip  may  have 
made,  unlefB  flic  fliall  have  returned  home 
within  the  fpaf.c  of  a  year.  Proof,  with 
refpect  to  the  cargo,  mall  be  certificates, 
containing  the  feveral  particulars  of  the 
cargo,  the  place  whence  the  failed,  and 
whither  flie  is  bound/o  that  the  forbidden 
and  contraband  goods  may  be  aittingirfli- 
ed  by  the  cei  tific.  tes  ;  which  certificates 
fliall  have  been  mads  out  by  thf  officers  of 
the  place  whence  the  fliip  fet  fail,  in  the 
acci'ltouied  form  of  the  count'ry.  And  if 
fuch  paffport  or  certificates,  or  both  fliall 
haveboen  deftfoyed  by  accident,  or  taken 
away  by  force,  their  deficiency  may  he 
fupplicd  by  fuch  other  proofs  of  owner- 
fliip,  as  are  adniitfiMe  by  the  general  ufage 
of  nations.  Proofs  with  refpeiSt  to  oth- 
er than  merchant  ihips,  fliall  be  the  com- 
uiifiion  they  bear. 

This  article  fliall  take  effe6t  from  the 
date  of  the  fignatttre  of  the  prefent  con- 
vention. And  if,  from  the  dale  of  the 
lignature,  any  property  fhall  be  condemn- 
ed contrary  to  the  intent  of  the  faid  con- 
vention, btfore  the  knowledge  of  thisfli- 
pulation  fhall  be  obtained,  the  prcpertv  (q 
condemned,  fhall,  without  delay,  be  relto- 
Ced  or  paid  for. 

Aft.  5.  The  debts  contracted  by  one  of 
the  two  nations,  with  individuals  of  the 
other,  or  by  the  individuals  of  onej  with 
tiie  individuals  of  the  Other,  'hall  be  paid, 
or  the  payment  may  be  profecuted  in  the 
fame  manner,  as  if  there  had  been  110  mif- 
underftandjng  between  the  two  (iates. 
Hut  this  claufe  lhall  not  extend  to  indem- 
nities claimed  on  account  of  capture*  or 
coafti'aauons. 


Art.  6.  Commerce  between  the  partie» 
fhall  be  free.  The  vefllls  of  the  two  na- 
tions, and  their  privateers,  as  well  aa 
their  prizesjflull  be  treated  in  the  rclpcc- 
tive  ports,  as  thofo  of  the  nation  ths  moft  - 
favored  ;  and  in  general,  the  two  partieq 
fliall  enjo)  in  the  pot  ts  ot  each  other,  in 
regard  to  commerce  and  navigation,  dio 
privileges  of  the  molt  favored  nation. 

Art.  7.  The  citizens  and  inhabitants  of 
the  United  States,  fhall  be  at  liberty  to 
difpofe  by  tcitament,  danation,  or  other- 
wife,  of  atieir  goods,  movable  and  immo- 
vable, krolden  in  the  territory  of  the 
French  Republic,  in  Europe,  and  the  citi- 
zens of  the  French  Republic  lhall  havs 
the  fame  liberty  with  regard  to  goods, 
movable  and  immovable,  holden  in  the 
territory  of  the  United  States,  in  favor 
of  fuc  h  perfona  as  they  lhall  think  proper. 
The  citizens  and  inhabitants  of  either  of 
the  two  countries,  who  fliall  be  heirs  of 
;;oods  movable  or  immovable,  in  the  eth- 
er, fliall  be  able  to  fucceed  ab  intrsta.'o, 
without  being  obliged  to  obtain  letters  of 
nutaralirution,  and  without  having  the 
etTei/l  of  this  provifion,  contorted  or  im- 
peded, uncier  any  pretext  whatever;  and 
the  laid  heirs,  whether  fuch  by  particu- 
lar title,  or  ab  intestato,  fliall  be  exempt 
from  erery  duty  whatever,  in  both  coun- 
tries. It  is  agreed  that  this  article  fliall 
in  no  manner  derogate  from  the  law» 
which  either  flate  may  now  have  in  force, 
or  hereafter  may  enaiSl,  to  prevent  emi- 
gration ;  and  alio  that  in  cafe  : lie  law* 
of  either  of  the  two  ftates  fliould  relb  ain 
It  rangers  from  the  exercife  of  the  rights} 
of  propertv,  with  rcfpecl  to  "eal  ellate, 
fuch  real  eftate  may  be  fold,  or" other* 
wife  difpofed  of,  to  citizens  rrr  inhabit* 
ants  of  the  country  where  it  may  be,  and 
the  other  nation  lhall  be  at  Hberty  to  cn- 
a£t  (imilar  laws. 

Arti  8.  To  favor  commerce  cn  both 
fides,  it  is  agreed,  that  in  eaie  a  war 
fliould  break  out  between  the  two  nations* 
which  God  forbid,  the  term  of  iix  mouth* 
after  the  declaration  of  war,  fliall  be  aU'' 
lowed  to  the  merchants,  and  other  citi- 
zens and  inhabitants  respectively,  ot\  on0 
fide  and  the  other,  during  which  time 
they  Hull  be  at  liberty  to  withdraw  thun- 
felvea  with  their  effects  and  movables, 
which  they  fliall  be  ?c  liberty  to  carry, 
fend  away  and  fell,  us  they  pleafe,  with- 
out the  lealt  obflruction  ;  nor  fliall  their 
effects,  much  lefs  their  perfons,  be  fciz* 
ed,  during  Juch  term  of  fix  months;  orx 
the  contrary,  pafl'ports  which  fhall  be  va- 
lid for  a  time  nccelfary  for  the  return, 
flia'.i  be  given  to  them  for  their  veffcls 
and  theelfccls  which  they  fliall  be  willing 
to  fend  away,  or  carry  with  them  ;  and 
foch  pafl'ports  lhall  be  a  fafe  conduct 
againfi  all  intuits  and  prizes  which  pri- 
vateers may  attempt  againfi  their  perfona 
and  efTeifis.  And  if  any  thing  be  taken 
from  thcni,  or  any  injury  done  to  them 
or  their  effects  by  one  of  the  parties, 
their  citizens  or  inhabitants,  within  the» 
term  above  prefcribed,  full  fatisfactioa 
lhall  be  made  te  them  on  that  account. 

Art.  9.  Neither  the  debts  due  from  in- 
dividuals of  the  one  nation,  to  individu- 
als of  the  other,  nor  lliares,  nor  monies, 
which  they  may  have  in  public  funds,  or 
in  the  public  or  private  banks,  fliall  ever, 
in  any  event  of  war  or  of  national  differ- 
ence, be  fecjueltered  or  confifcatcd. 

Art.  to.  It  fliall  be  free  for  the  two 
contracting  parties  to  appoint  commer- 
cial agents  for  the  protection  of  trade,  t» 
relide  in  France  and  the  United  states. 
Either  party  may  except  fuch  place  as 
may  be  thought  proper,  from  the  rcli- 
deuce  of  thefe  agents.  Before  any  agent 
lhall  exercife  his  functions,  he  lhall  be  ac- 
cepted in  the  ufual  forms,  by  the  party 
to  whom  he  is  fent ;  and  when  he  fhall 
have  been  accepted  and  furniflied  witta 
his  exequatur,  he  fliall  enjoy  the  right* 
and  prerogatives  of  the  fimilar  agents  of 
the  moft  favored  nations* 

Art.  II.  The  citizens  of  the  French 
Republic  fliall  pay  in  the  ports,  havens, 
roads,  countries,  iflands,  cities  and  towns 
of  the  United  States,  no  other  or  greater 
duties  or  imports,  of  whatever  nature  lo- 
ever  they  may  be,  or  by  what  name  foe- 
vcr  called,  than  thofc  which  the  nation* 
moil  favored  are,or  lhall  be  obliged  to  payj 
they  fliall  enjoy  all  the  rights,  liberties* 
privileges,  immunities  and  exemptions  in 
trade,  navigation  &  comnierce,wbetlier  its, 
I  palling  from  one  port  in  the  faid  Itates  to> 
'  another,  or  in  going  to  and  from  the  fam» 
from  and  to  any  part  of  the  world,  which 
the  faid  nations  do  or  fliall  enjoy.  And - 
the  citiaeus  of  the  United  States  fhall  r«- 


ciprocalry  enjoy  in  the  territories  of  the 
French  Repu1  lie  in  Europe,  the  fame 
privileges  and  immunities,  as  well  for 
tlii  i r  property  and  perfor.s,  as  for  what 
concerns  trade,  navigation  and  com- 
merce. 

Art.  i  J.  It  (hall  be  lawful  for  the  ci- 
tizens of  either  country  to  fail  with  their 
fnips  and  merchandise  (contraband  goods 
always  excepted)  from  any  port  whatev- 
er, to  any  port  of  the  enemy  of  the  other, 
ar,  I  to  fail  and  trade  with  <'ieir  (hips  am. 
frierchandife,  with  perfect  Tecurity  an 
liberty,  from  the  countries,  ports  ar.c 
places  "f  thofe  who  are  enemies  of  both 
or  of  either  party;  without  any  oppoli 
tion  ordiilotban.ee  whatf oever,  and  t< 
pals  hot  oniy  directly  from  the  places  am', 
p.. .-is  of  the  enemy  fore-mentioned,  t< 
neutral  ports  and  places,  but  alfo  fron 
one  Mace  belonging  to  an  enemy,  to  ano- 
ther belonging  to  an  enemy,  whethe- 
they  be  under  the  jurifdiction  of  th. 
fa.ne  power,  or  under  l'evcral  ;  unlefs 
fuch  ports  or  places  flttatl  be  aelualh 
blockaded,  believed,  or  invttfed. 

And  whereas  it  frequently  happens 
that  vefTela  f*ii  for  a  port  or  place  belong- 
ing to  an  enemy,  without  knowing  that 
the  fame  is  either  belieged,  blockaded,  o< 
i  est,  it  is  agreed  that  every  veflel,  fc 
«  ea  iftance'd,  may  be  turned  away  fron, 
fuch  port  or  place,  but  Ihe  (hall  not  be 
detained,  nor  any  pait  of  her  cargo,  if  n  r. 
conti  -aband,  be  coififcated,  unlefs  aftei 
notice  of  fitch  hrockade  or  inveltnietn,  (he 
ftfafll  again  attempt  to  enter  ;  but  (he  lliai. 
be  ps  I  to  ga  to  any  other  port  or 

place  Ihe  HjaH  think  proper.  Nor  fliall 
any  veffel  of  either,  tlmt  may  have  enter- 
e  i  ito  fuch  pore  or  place  before  the  fame 
was  actually  beliegei,  blockaded  orinvef- 
ted  by  the  other,  be  retrained  from  quit- 
t;  is  tlch  plice,  with  her  cargo,  nor  if 
fbund  therein  after  the  reduction  and  fur- 
Tender  of  fuch  place,  Hull  fuch  veflel  or 
her  Cargo  be  liable  to  contifcation,  but 
thev  (hall  be  reltored  to  the  owners 
thereof. 

Ar:.  13.  In  order  to  regulate  what  fliall 
be  deemtfd  contraband  of  war,  there  fliall 
be  C  imprifed  Under  that  denomination, 
g-!  t<:r,  falt-pet'rjs,  petards,  match, 

ball,  homos,  grenades,  carculfes,  pikes, 
halberts,  fwoi  Js,  belts,  p'iftois,  holileri, 
cavalry  faddlcs  and  furniture,  cannon, 

■**f.vort  us,  their  carriages  and  beds,  and 
generally,  all  kinds  of  arms,  ammunition 

-i'  of  War,  md  imtruments  fit  for  the  ufe  of 
I r<  ipi    >'■'  the  above  articles,  whenever 
1  ed  to  the  port  of  an  enemy, 

dhch  ?d  u>  be  contraband,  and 
kjft  cation,  but  the  veffel 

rti  whic  he-  <re  lades),  and  therefidue 
of  the  tar,  iered  free,  and 

1  iu  any  m.«  >ner  t.ifefbsd  by  the  prohi- 
bited goods,  whet!  r  belonging  to  the 
fame,  or  a  different  net. 
*  Art.  14.  It  is  herJ  ■>  fl'tpt'latetS  that, 
free  lliipa  fliall  give  a  freedom  gooda, 
and  that  every  .thing  lhall  b%  deeiJusfl  to 
be  free  and  exempt,  which  (hall  be  louiul 
on  board  the  (hips  belonging  to  the  chi 
•  Hen's  of  either  of  the  contracting  parm 
although  the  whole  lading,  or  any  part 

,  tjhereof,'(h  >uld  appertain  to  the  enemies 
of  either,  contraband  goods  being  always 
excepted.  It  is  alfo  agreed,  in  like  man- 
ner, that  the  faitfe  liberty  be  extended  to 
perfans  who  are  on  board  free  (hip*,  with 
this  effect,  that  although  tliey  be  enemies 
to  either  partyj  they  are  not -to  be  taken 
out  of  that  free  fliip,  unlefs  they  are  fol- 
dicv;,,  ant]  i n  vttial  ferviceof  the  enemy. 

O  i  th-  corttrary  it  is  agreed, 
that  whatever  fliall  be  found  to  he  laden 
by  the  citizens  of  either  party,  on  any 
(hip  belonging  to  the  enemies  of  the  oth- 
er, or  their  ciii/.ens,  fliall  be  confifcited 
without  drflin  lion  of  goods,  contraband 
or  not  ■contraband,  In  the  fame  manner  as 
if  ii  belonged  to  the  enemy,  except  fitch 
goods  and  merchandises  :is  were  pu:  o'i 
board  fuch  {hip  before  the  declaration  of 
war.  Or  even  after  fuch  declaration,  if  fo 
be  it  were  lone  without  knowledge  of  fitch 
declaration  :  fo  th  it  tfie  goods  of  the  ci 
ti  :e:is  of  eit  her  party,  whether  they  be  of 
the  nature  of  fifth  as  .-.re  prohibited,  or 
ctherwlfe";  which,  as  is  afortfaid,  were 
put  on  board  anv  fliip  belonging  to  an 
enemy,  before  the  war,  or  after  the  de- 
claration of  the  fame,  without  the  know- 
ledge of  it,  BtaN  .10  ways  be  liable  to  con- 
fiscation, but  Hi  ill  well  uu.1  truly  be  rcfto- 
red  wlthowt  d  la,,  to  (he  proprietors, de- 
manding ihe  fame  i  but  ii>  as  that  if  the 
fafid  net  chandifes  he  contraband,  it  fliall 
not  he  any  ways  lawful  to  carry  them  af- 
t>-r  •  rd*,  to  any  ports  belonging  to  the 
eneu.\. 

Th*j  two  contracting  parties  agree, 
that  the  term  of  two  months  being  pall- 
ed aftei  the  declaration  of  war,  their  ref 
pc  'i-.e  citizens,  fron  whatever  part  of 
the  vn.lu  1  hey  come,  fliall  not  plead  the 
ig.i  u  a  i  -e  n-  itidned  in  this  article. 

Ar:.  That  merchant  lhips  belong- 
ing to  the  citizens  of  either  of  the  con- 
tracting parties^  which  fliall  be  bound  to 
a  port  o*'-'  ">fon< 


and  concerning  whofe  voyage,  and  the 
articles  of  their  cargo,  there  fliall  be  juli 
grounds  of  fufpicion,  fliall  be  obliged  t< 
xhibit,  as  well  upon  the  high  feas  as  \\ 
•he  ports  or  roads,  not  only  their  paTportr 
ut  likewife  their  certificates  Ihcwingth.' 
heir  goods  aro  not  of  the  quality  6 
hole  which  are  fper.ified  to  he  contra 
And,  in  the  thirteenth  article  of  the  pre 
cnt  convention. 

Art.  17.  And  that  captures  on  light 
fufpicion  may  be  avoided  and  injutir 
hence  ariling  prevented  it  is  agreed 
hat  when  one  party  (hall  be  engaged  ii 
var,  and  the  other  party  be  neuter,  tin 
hips  of  the  neutral  party  (haft  be  fur- 
:illied  with  pafi'ports  fimilar  to  that  de- 
fcribed  in  the  fourth  article  that  it  may 
Ippear  thereby  that  the  fhipj  really  be- 
long  to  the  citizens  of  the  neutral  party  ; 
they  fliall  be  valid  for  any  number  01 
•oyages  ;  but  (hall  bj  renewed  every 
.ear  that  is,  if  the  (hip  happens  to  return 
ootne  in  the  fpace  of  a  year.  If  the 
oips  are  laden,  they  fliall  be  provided 
iot  only  with  the  pafiport*  above  mcn- 
ioned,  but  alfo  with  certificates  iimi'ar 
o  il.ofe  deicrjbed  in  tlie  liiird  article,  fe 
that  it  may  be  tnown  whether^  they  car- 
ry  any  contraband  goods.  No  other  pa- 
per fhall  be  required,  any  ufage  or  ordi- 
nance to  tlie  contrary  notwithftaiitding. 
And  if  it  fliall  not  appear  from  the  laid 
certificate  that  there  ai  econtraband  goods 
on  board,  the  lhips  (hail  be  permitted  to 
proceed  on  their  voyage.  If  it  ihall  ap- 
pear from  the  cirtihea-.es.  that  there  are 
contraband  goods  on  board  any  fuch  (hip, 
tnd  the  commander  of  the  fame  fkail  of- 
fer to  deliver  them  up,  the  cfYsr  (hall  be 
accepted,  and  the  fliip  lhall  be  at  liberty 
to  perfue  its  voyage,  unlefs  the  quantity 
of  the  contraband  goods  be  greater  than 
can  conveniently  be  received  on  board 
the  fliip  of  war  or  privaiesr,  in  which 
cafe  the  fliip  may  be  carried  into  port 
for  the  delivery  of  the  fame. 

If  any  lhall  not  be  furniflicd  with  fitch 
pafiport  or  certificates  as  are  above  re- 
quired for  the  fame,  fuch  cafe  may  be  ex- 
amined by  a  proper  judge  or  tribunal, 
et  if  it  fliall  appear  from  other  documents 
pr  proofs,  admiflibleby  the  ufage  of  n?.- 
•  ions,  that  the  fliip  belongs  to  the  citi- 
zciis  of  the  neutral  party,  it  fliall  not  be 
confiscated,  but  fliall  be  releafcd  with  her 
cargo  (contraband  goods  excepted)  end 
be  permitted  to  proceed  en  her  voyage. 

If  tlie  mailer  of  a  fliip,  named  in  the 
pafiport,  fhoutd  happen  to  die  or  be  re- 
moved and  any  other  put  in  his  place, 
the  fliip  and  cargo  fliall  neverthclefs  be 
equally  fecure,  and  the  pafiport  remain 
in  full  force. 

Art.  18.  If  the  (hips  of  the  citizens 
of  either  of  the  parties  fh;:!l  be  met 
with,  either  failing  along  the  coalls,  or 
>u  the  high  feas,  by  any  fliip  of  war  or 
privateer  of  the  other,  for  the  avoiding  of 
any  diforder,  the  (aid  lhips  of  war  or  pri- 
ei'.eers  fliall/e xain  out  of  cannon  Ihot, 
>nd  may  fend  their  boats  on  board  the 
net-chant  (hip  which  they  fo  meet  with, 
tnd  .nay  enter  her  to  the  number  of  two 
.  three  n.cn  only,  to  whom  the  matter 
or  commander  of  fuch  thin  fliall  exhibit 
lit.sp  -concerning  the  property  of  the 
hip,  made  out  according  to  the  form  pre 
'cribed  in  the  fourth  article.  A  nd  it  is 
exprefcly  agreed  that  the  neutral  party 
lhall  in  no  cafe  be  required  to  go  or.  board 
the  examining  veffel  for  the  purpofe  of 
exhibiting  his  papers,  or  for  any  ether 
examination  wiiatever. 

Art.  19.  It  is  exprefsly  agreed  by  the 
contracting  parties,  that  the  ftipuhtionj 
;  above  mentioned, relative  to  the  conduct  to. 
I  he  obferved  on  the  fea  by  the  cruifers  of 
ii  the  belligerent  party  towatdi  the  (hips  of 
;;  th*  neutral  party,  fliail  be  applied  only  to 
Ii  (hips  failing  without  convoy;  and  when 
1  the  laid  (Hip  fliall  be  convoyed,  it  being 
j;  the  intention  of  the  parties  to  dbferve  all 
the  regard  due  to  the  protection  of  the 
Bag  difptayed  by  pubiic  (hips,  it  lhall  not 
he  lawful  to  vifit  them  :  but  the  verbal 
declaration  of  the  commander  of  the 
convoy,  that  the  lhips  hecon/oys  belong 
to  the  nation  whofe  flag  he  entries,  and 
tfiat  they  have  no  contraband  goods  on 
board",  (hall  be  confidered  by  the  refpec- 
tive cruifers  as  fully  fuflir.ient  :  the  two 
>irticj  reciprocally  engaging  not  to  ad- 
nit  tfnder  the  protection  of  their  convoys, 
'hips  Which  fnall  carry  contraband  goods 
lellined  to  an  enemy. 

Art.  10.  In  all  cafes  where  vcfllls 
(Kail  be  captured  or  detained  under  pre- 
tence of  carrying  to  the  enemy  contra- 
band good^,  the  captor  flialigive  a  receipt 
for  fuch  of  the  papers  of  the  Veffel  as 
he  fliail  retain,  which  receipt  fiiy.ll  be  an- 
nexed to  a  defcriptive  lift  of  the  laid  pa- 
pers :  and  it  fliall  be  unlawful  to  break 
up  or  open  the  hatches,  chefls,  trunts, 
calks,  bales  or  vefTels  found  on  board,  or 
remove  the  fmalleft  part  of  the  goods, 
unlefs  the  lading  be  brought  on  fliore  in 
prefence  of  the  competent  officers,  and 
ati  inventory  to  be  made  bv  them  of  the 
Aaid.toad».    Nor  lhall  it  be  lawful  :u  fell. 


•xebange  or  ilienste  the  fame  in  any 
oanner,  unlefs  there  fbalj  have  been  law- 
ul  proceefs,  and  the  competent  judge  or 
tfdgei  fliall  have  proncunced  againll  fuch 
good*  fcntence  of  connfeation,  frying 
ihvays  tlie  fliip  and  the  other  gooii>. 
vhich  it  contains. 

Art.  zi.  And 'hat  proper  care  may  be 
aken  of  the  veffel  and  cargo,  and  embcz 
ietnent  prevented,  it  is  agreed,  that  it 
hall  not  be  lawful  to  remove  the  mailer. 
:ommanderor  fupercargo  of  any  captur- 
d  fliip  from  on  board  thereof,  either  dur- 
ng  the  time  the  fliip  may  be  at  fea  after 
ter  captuie,  or  penning  tlie  proceedings 
gainll  her, or  her  c».rgo,or  any  thing  re- 
ative  thereto.  And  in  ail  cafes,  v. here 
a  yeflel  of  the  citizens  of  ci  her  par- 
ty (hall  be  captured  or  fei«d,  a-  d  held 
or  adjudication,  her  officers,  paffengers 
md  crew  (hall  be  hofpitably  treated. 
I'hey  ihall  nat  be  irnpi  if^ned  or  deprived 
of  any  part  of  their  weiring  apparel 
no/ of  tlie  poflefiion  and  ufe  of  their  mo- 
ney, not  exceeding  forthe  captain,  fop;r- 
cargo  and  mate  five  hundred  dollars  each, 
and  for  the  failors  and  paJOTehgtra,  or.e

Art.  %%.  It  is  further  agreed,  that  1* 
ali  cafes,  the  eftablifhed  courts,  fo^ir  prii 
caufes, in  the  countty  to  which  the  pri- 
zes may  be  conducted,  lhall  alone  take 
cognizance  of  them.  And  whenever 
fuch  tribunal  of  either  of  the  parties 
lhall  pronounce  judgment  againit  any 
veffel  or  goods,  or  property  claimed  by 
the  citizens  of  the  other  party,  the  fen- 
tence  or  decree  fliall  mention  the  reafons 
or  motives  on  which  the  fame  fliall  have 
i  Seen  founded,  and  an  authenticated  copy 
of  the  fentence  or  decree,  and  of  all  the 
proceedings  in  the  cafe,  fliall  if  deman- 
ded, be  delivered  to  the  commander  or 
agent  of  the  faid  vefiiel,  without  delay, 
he  paying  the  legal  fees  for  the  fame. 

Art.  23.  And  that  more  abundant  c- re 
may  be  taken  for  the  fecurity  of  the  re- 
fpeclive  citizens  of  the  contracting  par- 
ties, and  to  prevent  their  fullering  inju- 
ries by  the  men  of  war  or  privateers  of 
either  party,  all  commanders  of  (hips  of 
war  and  privateers,  and  all  others  the 
faid  citizens',  fliail  forbear  doing  any  da- 
mage to  thofe  of  the  ether  party,  or  com- 
mitting a:.y  outrage  againit  them,  and  if 
they  act  to  the  contrary  they  fliall  be 


punifhed,  and  (hall  alio  be  bout.d  in  their 
perfons  and  eftates  to  make  Satisfaction 
and  reparation  for  all  damages  and  the 
interelt  thereof,  of  whatever  nature  the 
faid  damages  may  be. 

For  this  caufe  all  commanders  of  pri- 
vateers before  they  receive  their  com- 
m'uTions,  fliail  hereafter  be  oUiaa^ogive, 
before  a  competent  judge,  futK^^^ecu- 
rity  by  at  lead  two  refpcniibe^Blties, 
who  have  no  intereft  in  the  faid  priva- 
teer, each  of  whom  together  with  the 
faid  commander,  fliall  be  jointly  and  fe- 
veraliy  bound  in  the  futn  of  feven  thou- 
fand  dollars  or  thirty  fix  thoufand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty  francs,  or  if  fuch 
(hips  be  provided  wiih  above  cne  hundred 
and  fifty  feamen  or  foldteri  in  the  fum  of 
fourteen  thoufand  dollars,  or  feventy 
three  thonfaud  fit  hundred  and  forty- 
francs,  to  fatisfy  all  damages  and  in- 
juries, which  the  faid  privateer,  or  her 
ollicers  or  men,  or  any  of  them. may 
do  or  commit  during  tlieir  cruife,  con- 
trary to  the  tenor  of  tb is  convention 
or  to  the  laws  and  instructions  for  re- 
gulating their  conduct,  and  further, 
that  in  all  cafes  of  apgreflions,  the  faid 
cornmifi'on  Qiallbe  revoked  and  arfhuUed. 

Art.  24.  When  the  fiiips  of  war  of 
the  contracting  pirties,  or  thofe  be- 
lcnging  to  their  citizens  which  are 
armed  in  war,  fliall  he  admiited  to  en- 
ter with  their  prizes  the  ports  of  ei- 
ther of  the  two  pan:--,,  the  faid  pub- 
lic or  private  (hips,  a?  well  as  their 
pri;:e'«,  fliall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  any 
duty  either  to  tiie  officers  of  the  place, 
the  judges  or  any  others  ?  nor  (hall 
fuch  prizes,  when  they  come  to  ar.ci 
enter  the  ports  of  either  party,  be  ar- 
retted or  fei:ed,  nor  fliall  the  officer.* 
of  the  place  make  examination  con- 
cerning the  lawf  .lnsfs  of  fuch  prizes  ; 
hut  they  may  ho'.ft  f.il  at  <ny  time  & 
depart  and  carry  their  prizes  to  the 
places  exprefled  in  their  commiflions, 
which  the  commanders  of  fuch  fliips  of 
war  lhall  be  obliged  to  (hew.  It  is  al- 
ways underflood  that  the  ftipulations 
of  this  article  fliall  not  e::tend  beyond 
the  privileges  of  the  molt  favoured  na- 
tion. 

Art.  25.  It  fliall  not  be  lawful  for 
any  foreign  privateers  who  have  com- 
miflions from  any  prince  or  (late  in 
enmity  with  either  nation,  to  fit  their 
lhips  in  the  ports  «f  either  nation,  to 
fell  their  prizes  or  in  any  manner  to 
exchange  them;  neither  fliall  they  be  al- 
lowed t4  purchafe  provifions,  except) 
fuch  as  (hall  be  neceflary  for  iheir  go-  I 
ing  to  the  next  port  of  that  prince  or  ! 
Itate,  from  which  they  havo  r^yn.f.l  : 
thfeiT  comm' toaii  1| 


Art.  24.  It  is  further  a»reed,that  both 
the  faid  contracting  parties  (hall  not  only 
ref  ufe  to  receive  any  pirates  into  any  of 
their*ports,  haveos  or  towns,  or  permit 
any  of  their  inhnbitans  to  receive,  protect, 
harbour  or  conceal  or  r.flift  them  in  any 
manner,  but  will  bring  to  condign  pu- 
nifliment  all  fuch  inhabitants  as  (hall 
be  guilty  of  ftich  acts  or  offences. 

And  all  their  fl  ips,  with  the  goods  or 
mercnaiidfes  taken  by  tbtm  into  theVVta 
i  either  of  the  laid  parties,  fliall  be  lere- 
ed  as  far  as  tin  y  can  be  Oifiovered,  and 
lhall  be  reftoreu'to  the  owners  or  their 
Priori  or  agenjs  diily  authorized  by  them, 
(proper  cvidcr.ee  being  firft  given  before 
competent  judges  foi  proving  the  proper- 
ty) ever,  in  ca.' :  fuch  effects  fliould  have 
palled  into  other  hands  by  fale,  if  it  be 
pi  oven  that  the  buyers  knew  or  had  g"i  d 
reafon  to  believe,  or  fufpectthat  they  had 
been  piratically  taken. 

Art.  27.  Neither  party  will  inter- 
meddle in  the  f.flieries  of  the  ether  or.  it* 
coalls  nor  difljirb  the  other  in  the  cxt 
cife  of  the  rights  which  it  now  holds  l  - 
may  acquire  on  the  coafts  of  Newfound- 
land in  the  Guiph  of  St.  Lawrence,  or 
elfewhere  on  the  American  coafl,  north- 
ward of  ti  e  Uyited  States,  liut  the 
whale  and  leal  fiiheries  flir.ll  be  free  t» 
both  in  every  otuarter  of  the  world. 

This  convention  <hall  be  ratified  oa 
both  fides  in  due  form,  and  the  ratificati- 
ons exchanged  i  1  the  fpace  of  fix  months 
or  foom  r  it  poflible. 

In  faith  whereof  the  refpective  pleni- 
potentiaries h;.vc  ligned  the  above  arti- 
cles bttth  in  the  Frcrch  and  Englifli  I  - 
guages,  and.  they  have  thereto  afii>: 
their  feals  ;  declaring  nevertherlefs  t" 
the  figningin  the  two  languages  ftall  not 
be  brought  into  precedent  nor  anyway 
to  opeiv.ee  to  the  prejudice  of  either  par-
